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AN K£ttLlSH MAN 
OP LETTERS. 


U is not often that we find a book the 


atmosphere of which is so purely, liter- 
ary as "The "Letters of Edward Fitz- 
Uerald," edited by William Aldia Wright, 
jiivi published by MacMillan & Co. There 
is notbin;j here—or almost nothing—of 
what Is usually called contemporary, his- 
tory. There is nothing about the great 
military 
and 
industrial and 
political 


movements' of the time. 
There -s not 


oven prossip, of the ordinary personal 
sort. The book -will not interest those 
who are bound up In some great Cause; 
but to those who are interested in mat- 
ter 
purely 
literary, who like to Ket 


Klimpscs from the inside of the lives and 
the work-.of such men as Carlyle and 
Tennyson 'and Thackeray and Ruskin 
«nd I^andor, and who re.oiee. once in a 
while, in a book which breathes the air 
of the library, and which takes it for 
granted that books are things worth 
knowing 
and 
loving—to such "persons 


these volumes will come with an irre- 
sistible appeal. 


Kitz<;*-rald was born in- 1SOO. and lived 


until 1SS3. lie never married. Ho had 
property enough, apparently, to live in 
some comfort, and buy what books and 
pictures he needed—for he was a lover 
uf art as well as of books. And (his 
long life of 74 years wfis spent almost 
entirely 
in 
his 
library and with his 


friends who were interested in books as 
he was. It was not a Rreat life—not a 
life that most of us would care to lead, 
perhaps, but who dare Fay it was not a 
life worth .living? Just because it is so 
different from the ordinary life of hurry 
and bustle and struggle for bread or 
fame or fortune, it may 
Vie well worth 


our while to try and win the secret of 
it. The atmosphere of it. so 
different 


from that in which most of us live, may 
l>e a welcome and even a wholesome 
i-hanne fur us. U is a comfort, some- 
times—is it not?—to get into a 
book 


which gives one. the sense of leisure—a 
•book which takes it f.or granted that 
most of the things which men are per- 
petually 
striving 
for 
are not worth 


while—a book which gives us an insight 
into a life of peace and tranquil enjoy- 
ment of beauty in literature and art and 
music, unvexed by the turmoil going on 
in the great world outside. This is that 
sort of n book. Rightly considered, is 
it not enough to make us pause a mo- 
ment and consider what we are living 
for, 
and whether that quiet man. with 


his friends, and his library, and his pict- 
ures, and his piano, did not get reallj; as 
much out of life as we do? 
There are so many quotable things in 


these volumes that we scarcely know 
•where to begin, and shall certainly not 
know where to leave off. Let us begin 
at 
random. 
Here 
is 
something on 


Wordsworth, from a letter to John Allen: 
-T have been poring over Wordsworth 
lately: which has had much effect in 
bettering my Blue Devils: for his philos- 
ophy does not abjure melancholy, but 
puts a pleasant countenance upon it, and 
connects it with humanity. It is very 
well, if the sensibility which makes us 
fearful of ourselves is diverted to be- 
vome a cause of sympathy and interest 
with nature and mankind: and this I 
think Wordsworth tends to do." 


In 1S33 he wrtes of Tennyson, "It is 


fine to see how in each succeeding poem 
the smaller ornaments and fancies drop 
away, and leave the grand ideas single." 
It is only 17 years after this that we 
find him writing. "I cannot care for his 
"In Memoriam/ His poem I never did 
greatly affect: nor can I learn to do so: 
it is full of finest things, but it is monot- 
onous, and has that air of being evolved 
by a Poetical Machine of the highest 
order. So it seem? to be with him now, 
at least to me, the Impetus, the lyrical 
oestrus, is gone." He did not like "The 
Princess." either, and was equally frank 
to say so. Indeed, it ia his absolute sin- 


Jessamine Halllday, who is a sort 
"professional 
beauty.' ' She becomes 


tired, of the vapidity of I^oridan life, and 
disappears. She goes to a Httle place 
in the Highlands, and tries ta get c.ose 
to nature. This she succeeds partly In 
doing, Inasmuch as she gets close to a. 
young peasant-named Colin MeGHivray, 
anrt apparently loves him wjf.th all the ' 
heart she has. But she does' not want- 
to marry him, and he Is hot sufficiently 
sophisticated to understand love without 
marriage, and so she leaves the High- 
lands ami goes ba«k to her old life and 
marries the greatest catch of the season 
in - the person of a decrepit debauchee of 
a nobleman, and ha^ two idiot children, 
which drives her crazy, and alter some 
years she dies.

In the "modern novel" of English life, 


the "greatest catch, of the season" ta 
always a debauchee, and the author 
seems to consider it necessary that he 
.should have idiot children, so that the 
pathology of the case can be worked, up 
in a "veritistie" manner, like Ibsen's 
GI)osts. We .are free to confess that we; 
do1 not like this sort of thing ourselves, 
greatly preferring little Rawdon .Craw- 
ley to the idiots. Indeed, as a matter of 
taste, we greatly prefer tho Duchess's 
sort of a "greatest catch Of the season," 
while her children are just delightful. 


The hero of this book. -Colin, reminds 


im somewhat of one of George McDon- 
ald's heroes, and if tho girl had had 
courage enough to leave her old life and 
marry him. the book altogether might r 
have been very much like some of Mac- 
Uonnld's. The description of. the High- 
land life is the best part of it—in fact, 
the only part, it seems to us, that is at 
a,ll 
worth eaiiingr. But on the whole we 


consider the "Superfluous Woman" a 
superfluous book, and cannot recommend 
any one lo read it.

We do not know who Mr. Church is, 


but he has given the world a very read- 
able volume in his "Oliver Cromwell. A 
History." It is not a great book but it 
is a very interesting book. Its style is 
clear and vivacious. It shows wide and 
painstaking investigation. It supplies a 
lucid, copious and strong account of the 
career of one of the greatest of Kng- 
land's heroes. One special merit of the 
volume is the abundant but well-chosen 
citations from Cromwell's letters and 
from contemporary documents 
accom- 


panied with apt comment and explana- 
tion. These throw a valuable light on 
Cromwell's character and upon the re- 
markable period in English History in 
which he bore the foremost part. The 
writer does not disdain lo make free use 
of anecdotes and contemporary pictures 
of the time which do not ordinarily get 
into the histories but which brighten the 
pages of bis story and lend it a charm 
of its own. One rises from the perusal 
of this book with a satisfactory viston 
of the whole movement of" the great 
drama of the Great Rebellion and the 
Commonwealth, and the personality of 
the leading actors therein, .such as.some 
more famous histories fail to supply. 


The author's account of Crora-weH's 


death may be quoted as showing the 
simplicity of Jlr. Church's style and the 
dignity and power into which, upon oc- 
casion it can rise:
